SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Reflecting back on 1989, there is at first a shudder, thinking 
about the financial woes we faced. But then, focusing in on the 
whole picture, there were several major milestones that have been 
over-shadowed by the financial siege we have endured. But first 
the woes: 


Annual Reports give the impression that time divides up in neat, 
unconnected yearly sections. But the seeds of most crises and 
achievements are planted long before their fruits appear. 1988's 
shock was that the Town, like many others, had to attempt its 
first overrides of Proposition 2 1/2. Because of their failure, 
a budget was not in place until October. At 1988's October 3 
Special Town Meeting, new growth and expected receipts were 
raised and more free cash voted to finally balance the budget. 
The Selectmen emphatically pointed out that this was robbing the 
Future's flexibility for the Present's needs. Then the year 
ended with the worry that Orange's substantial State Aid would be 
cut yet further the following year. 


In 1989 the voters left the Annual Town Meeting approving all the 
Finance Committee's recommendations and adding a few articles 
that brought the total override figure needed to $774,935 (more 
than 10% of the total budget). Two small articles of the over- 
ride ballot's 10 questions passed, and the Finance Committee 
recommended to the following June 5 Meeting $170,000 in cuts. 

But the Town floor voted almost all of them back in, as well as 
two of the questions that had failed in the first override--both 
of which passed at the second override, June 26. But the General 
Budget question still failed, though narrowly (4 votes). 


The Selectmen and the Finance Committee were determined to get 
cuts approved at the third Town Meeting, July 17; and the result- 
ing General Budget override figure was reduced to $430,518. Un- 
fortunately, the next override election, July 26, came right 
after the announcement of the 15% temporary State income tax 
hike, and lost by almost 300 votes. No override seemed possible. 


To bring in a budget beneath 2 1/2 was now the obvious need. It 
was at this point that the Cherry Sheets arrived: Orange had to 
count on losing an additional $262,903. 


To deal with this the Finance Committee had to propose an 
additional $657,792 in cuts: lay-offs would be necessary in all 
departments, essential services would be lost. 


The August 28 (fourth) Town Meeting to ratify this sub-2 1/2 
budget almost succeeded: $84,410 was voted back in to restore two 
firefighters and the town ambulance. The fourth Override, 
October 2, for these 2 items was successful, finally bringing the 
budget into balance--after more than 11% had been cut from the 
budget originally voted in May. 


Such cuts necessitated immediate layoffs in the Police, Highway, 
Cemetery, and School Departments, as well as in the Library and 
Town Hall. Once-expected services had to become prioritized, 
depending on available manpower. 


As of February 1990 the State still had not balanced its budget-- 
the process whose continuing reductions of Aid to Cities and 
Towns (for Orange: -$262,903 and -$55,156.) is directly 
responsible for this kind of unexpectable reduction in local 
services. With this experience, who can say the Governor's 
projected witholding of $504 Million in Local Aid (a loss of 
$955,350 for Orange) is just a threat? 
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On a more optimistic note, the Town secured several specific 
grants and some good news that will lay a foundation for a more 
secure financial future. 


The good news is that our new engineering firm has secured 
preliminary approval for a two-phase expansion of the landfill, 
which could extend its life another 15-17 years. This will bea 
major capital expenditure over the next few years, but an 
enormous savings compared to closing the landfill and 
transferring our waste to distant commercial facilities. 


Reducing the amount of trash we landfill also extends its life. 
To achieve this end, we applied for and were awarded a major 
joint recycling grant with the Town of Wendell. The $907,000 
award will provide us with the capital necessary to research, 
design and build a recycling center and program for each town. 
The net result of these two items is that the Town of Orange will 
Save literally millions over the extended life of the landfill. 


Asbestos-removal and major repairs to the Armory roof and heating 
system were made possible with $150,000 in Small Cities grant 
funds. The Masonic Block renovations were also completed this 
year, locating the District Court in the center of Town at 1 
Court Square, looking out over the new municipal parking lot. 

The State's financial picture put the promised funding for the 
new Elementary School in doubt until the very end of the year, 
when at last the repeated efforts of local and State officials 
finally freed it. Perhaps the best indication of how severely- 
impacted our local budget was by the State cuts is that our year- 
end application for Emergency Assistance Funds was rewarded with 
one of the largest amounts for a town our size: $386 ,000--most 
of which was immediately needed to help several Departments 
through the Winter. The State made it clear this was, due to 
their unique year, a one-time helping hand, not to be repeated. 


Needing to become less State-reliant, Orange continued to pursue 
the strength of more locally regional solutions. We hosted two 
very successful 9-town regional forums on critical issues: Nar- 
cotics and Child Abuse. The next year will hopefully see the 
area uniting to provide more cost-effective services. 


One serious casualty of the year's fiscal woes was the defeat at 
the March election of the proposed Town Charter. Unfortunately, 
full-time, professional decision-making capacity to deal with the 
Town's short- and long-term problems and needs is precisely one 
of the Town's greatest needs during these increasingly complex 
and difficult fiscal times. 


Now as we begin a new year, the Board would like to thank all the 
Town Departments, personnel, and particularly the many civic 
clubs and service organizations whose involvement helped make 
1989 so successful, and we would like to solicit your continuing 
support for this upcoming year.

ANNUAL REPORT 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Community Development Office is entirely funded by the State 
and Federal Grant Programs it is responsible for administering. 
It currently has a staff of three peoplc. 


1989 was primarily devoted to completing projects funded through 
grants received in previous years. Among those completed 
projects are the following: 


-The Water Street Parking Lot 

-The Masonic Block rehabilitation 

-23 units of housing rehabilitation 

-The downtown streets and sidewalks project 

-Armory repairs including asbestos removal, furnace 
repair, roof replacement and gutters 

-One industrial loan to Interface Precision Benchworks 
-~3 new downtown commercial signs 

-A survey of the historic resources in Orange center 


The Community Development Office also provided assistance to the 
Brookside Tenants Association to help prevent the sale of the 
Brookside Mobile Home Park. 


Over the course of the year, the Office has worked with six 
industrial firms interested in locating in Orange. While some of 
these prospects are still interested, none have yet made a 
commitment to relocate to Orange. 


Through the efforts of the Orange and Wendell Administrative 
Assistants and the Orange Highway Department Superintendent, the 
Towns of Orange and Wendell have been awarded a Special Funding 
Round Massachusetts Small Cities program grant of $907,814 to 
develop recycling programs and construct recycling facilities in 
both Towns. The Community Development Office will be 
coordinating and administering these projects. 


The Towns of Orange, Athol, Warwick, New Salem and Erving have 
been awarded a Municipal Assistance Program grant of $20,000 to 
hire a Housing Partnership Planner. Orange as lead community 
will also be coordinating the administration of this grant. 


Orange has also recently been awarded a multi-purpose 
Massachusetts Small Cities Program grant of $423,313 to 
rehabilitate 18 housing units, to provide housing counseling, to 
purchase handicapped playground equipment for Butterfield Park, 
to fund downtown commercial signs and to assist the following 8 
social service agencies: 

Franklin County Home Care (Meals Program) 

Literacy Project 

NELCWIT 

Beacon Program 

Franklin County Association for Retarded Citizens 

Human Resources/WIC 

Millers River Information and Referral 

Athol/Orange Health and Human Services

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


In May 1989, William Scott resigned as Town Planner. In July, 
Mark Archambault was hired as his replacement. Since then, he has 
endeavored to keep records, organize meetings, provide technical 
assistance and work with the 3 development boards in the same 
manner as his predecessor. In addition to the daily tasks of 
application review and processing, the Planner has undertaken 
several long range projects. 


In December 1989, a Zoning Study Committee was started with 
representatives of the development boards, citizens and business 
leaders among its membership. The Committees' goal is the 
preparation of an innovative zoning package for the May 1990 Town 
Meeting. The Planner is also working with the Conservation 
Commission to develop a Local Wetlands Bylaw. 


Goals for the future include establishing an Open Space Plan 
Committee and further zoning revisions.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1989 the Orange Conservation Commission continued to actively 
protect Orange's wetlands through the State's Wetlands Protection 
Act. In the fall of 1989 the State twice revised its application 
forms and procedures for the filing of Requests for 
Determinations of Applicability and Notices of Intent. The State 
also substantially raised the fees for filing a Notice of Intent. 
These fee increases reflect the true costs involved in the review 
of applications and enforcement. Over half of the fee taken in by 
a local Conservation Commission with a Notice of Intent is now to 
be placed in a special fund for its use in enforcing the Wetlands 
Act and for hiring wetland consultants etc... . The remainder 
will go to the state Department of Environmental Protection. 


The Orange Conservation Commission is considering the preparatior 
of a local “home-rule" Wetlands Protection Bylaw which would 
protect environmental concerns not covered by the state law. We 
encourage the citizens of Orange to take part in this process by 
attending meetings in the Spring of 1990 which will address this 
topic.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


For the year 1989, the Orange Planning Board approved a total of 
32 Approval Not Required (ANR) plans. An ANR plan is a division 
of land created along an existing public way that meets "vital 
access" standards. A total of 65 lots were created in this manner 
in 1989, representing approximately 8,350 feet or 1.6 miles of 
frontage along roads in Orange. 


In 1989 the Town of Orange Planning Board heard 11 requests for 
Special Permits, of which 8 were approved, 1 denied and 2 in 
progress. These Special Permits involved multi-family housing, 
signs, gravel excavation and manufacturing. 


In November, the Planning Board held a public hearing to consider 
increasing the lot area needed to build additional units in zone 
A. The Planning Board believes that this change will help to 

protect neighborhood character in areas close to the town center. 


This and other zoning proposals will appear as warrant articles 
at the May 1990 Town Meeting. We urge members of the community to 
actively concern themselves with matters of zoning and planning. 
In this way, we believe that Orange will emerge into the 2lst 
century as a well planned and desirable place to live.

The following report is submitted for the year ending December 31, 1989. 

The year 1989 was one of budget turmoil for the Fire Alarm Maintenance. 
Most of our time was spent on budgets, meetings and over-ride votes. 

In February letters were sent out to all shunt box users, and by Aug- 
ust 14th all were converted to local energy type. Only one company opted 
to remove the box. 

Box 36 was removed from B.R. Group and was refurbished for a street box 
which is now located at East River St. and Hayden St. 

Due to the budget this year, there was no new construction or replace- 
ment of wire. Outside work was only done on emergency type work to keep the 
system in working order. 

Two new boxes came on line this past year. Box 129 at the Aubuchon 
Plaza and Box 56 at Gerry Rentals at the Industrial Park. 

Maintenance to all circuits was minimal. Boxes were tested only twice 
this year. The number of boxes requiring service (i.e. rewinding, short- 
hooking, insurance testing, resetting, etc.) rose to 294 this year. 

Fire Alarm Maintenance took over the traffic lights in March and numer- 
ous bulbs were changed. Some repair work was also performed on the lights. 

For the coming year, we still have 22 pole changes to do on West River 
St. which were left from 1988. 

Emergency money was applied for to use on the Brookside Road project. 


This should be decided at the January 22, 1990 Special Town Meeting.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the report of the Highway Department for 
the year 1989. 


The work of the Highway Department has been the regular 
upkeep of streets, roads, sidewalks and bridges not included 
in Chapter 90. The Highway Department participated in construction 
of a new area at South Cemetery. 

Construction of a new parking lot at Dexter Park School. 

Iron rail fences were repaired. 


Numerous sidewalks were patched. 


Holes in streets and roads were patched with 178.62 tons 
bit asphalt and 2,752.42 yards of gravel. 


8,254 gallons of liquid asphalt and 686 yards of stone was 
applied to streets and roads. 


3,473.97 tons of bit concrete was used in paving streets 
and sidewalks. 


Sand boxes were filled with sand for public use. 
Sand without salt was delivered to individual homes. 


Snow was cleared from sidewalks and sand was applied when 
necessary. 


Parking lots were plowed and sanded at Mahar Regional School. 
Butterfield School, Dexter Park School, the Armory and the town 
parking lots, plus Colonial Acres was sanded when necessary. 


Storm drains and drop-inlets were cleaned and numerous 
culverts were replaced. 


1,134.64 tons of chemicals and approximately 5,241 yards of 
sand were applied to streets and roads. 


Runways, taxiways and parking lots were plowed and patched 
at the airport.

Numerous lines from streets to houses as well as main lines 
were unplugged.

Lines were thawed when frozen. 


WASTE WATER TREATMENT PLANT 


Total flow at the treatment plant was 473 million gallons, 
compared to 359 million gallons in 1988. 


Average flow per month 39.42 million gallons. 


Total rainfall 53.6--average P.H. was 4.70 compared to 
42.28 inches of rainfall in 1988 with an increase P.H. of 4.50. 


54 tons of dry solids were wasted from the system and Saker 
to the town landfill. 


Chemicals used, sodium Ae Ni ch 4,418 gallons, polymer 
55 gallons, 550 bags of lime and 575 gallons of ferric chloride. 


The town received funds from the Mass. Local Aid Fund Cherry 
Sheet reimbursement of chemical cost associated with chlorination 
and sludge dewatering. An additional amount to be received in 199C€ 


The Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control conducted 
operation and maintenance inspection. An excellent report was 
given to the facility. 
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The facility participated in the Massachusetts Acid Rain 
Monitoring Project, for the seventh consecutive year. 


_The Wast Water Treatment facility received an exceptionally 
high rating from the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution 


Control following their operation and maintenance inspection 
of the facility. 


LANDFILL 


Approximately 10,500 tons of household rubbish plus 
demolition material was deposited. 


Thousands of yards of fill and clay were brought in and 
used for cover and to maintain the berm per D.E.Q.E. orders. 


New engineering and design work is being done for vertical 
and horizontal expansion. 


Tipping fees were initiated to help off-set upcoming cost 
of operation of the landfill. 


The Town of New Salem contracted to use Orange Landfill. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


Grass at Butterfield Park and Memorial Park was mowed, hedges 
trimmed, bushes cut, leaves and grass raked up and disposed of. 


Bleachers and dugouts were repaired and painted. 


Tennis courts and basketball courts at Butterfield Park were 
kept clean and maintained. 


Portable latrines were installed at Butterfield Park and 
Lake Mattawa. 


Sand was trucked to the beach at Lake Mattawa. 


The grounds and equipment were maintained at the West Main 
Street, Bicentennial and North Orange Parks and Adams Street Park. 


Shrubs and grass were trimmed and mowed at the Municipal 
Parking Lots and the Industrial Air Park. 


The new Court House parking was completed on Water Street.

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To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
The report of the Tree Warden for the year 1989: 


We removed 13 trees, the majority of which were large, dead or 
diseased Maples. Pruning of dead or storm-damaged branches of 
trees were 8. We removed 9 smaller, totally dead Dutch Elm Trees 
and assisted Asplundh in the removal of one very large dead Elm, 
totalling 10 all together. 

Maintenance was done to younger trees in the Spring, fertilizing, 
and pruning of unwanted branches; and later in the Summer, 
spraying for Japanese Beetles. On June 2, the "June Typhoon" 
came through, doing most of its damage in the southwesterly part 
of town. We had 2 large trees on different houses, but everyone 
was very cooperative with the clean-up and luckily no one was 
hurt. We started stump removal this year with 2 different stump 
grinders. 11 stumps were ground, chips removed, loam replaced, 
and seeded with grass. Poison Ivy was sprayed at 2 locations in 
town. 


In May, we received just over 100 Liberty Elm trees to plant from 
a Program out of the New Hampshire Elm Research Institute that is 
attempting to revive the Elm. With the help of Larry Adams and 
the Wastewater Treatment Plant Staff, we started a plot for the 
planting of the trees. Out of the 103 Elms planted there, 89 
survived and leafed out for transplanting in the near future. 

A special thanks to the following for their help and cooperation: 
the Orange Highway Department, Mass. Electric Co., New England 
Telephone Co., Asplundh Tree Experts, M.R.Nail and Son, Cotton 
Tree Service, and the residents of Orange.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The present Board of Commissioners of this agency are as follows:

The Executive Director is Nancy A. Wood. 


The regular meetings of the Orange Housing Authority are held on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M. These meetings are held in the Office/ 
Community Room at 200 East River Street, Orange. 


The Orange Housing Authority is presently administering three rental assistance 
programs on behalf of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. As per state rules and regulations, any vacancies 
are filled off a waiting list. Income guidelines are based on adjusted gross 
income and number of family members. We have a “Local Preference Policy" which 
allows us to give local residents a priority for assistance. 


The 667 Program consists of 56 one bedroom elderly(62 or older) and handicapped 
units at Colonial Acres. The project is managed by the 0.H.A. 


The 705 Program consists of 8 units of two & three bedroom family units at 
Macintosh Court. This project is managed by the 0.H.A. 


The 707 Rental Assistance Program provides rental assistance to families who rent 
properties that are managed independently of the 0.H.A. We have 45 units that 
are for use at Pine Crest Apartments. We have 19 units that can be used anywhere 
in the community. 


During 1989 the Orange Housing Auhtority was deemed to be in successful compliance 
with a fiscal audit of the State Auditors Office. Favorable audits were also 
completed by E.0.C.D in the areas of management (705 & 667 program) and the 

Rental Aissistance Program (707). 


During 1989 there were many "Regulation" changes that were mandated by the state. 
These changes affected Tenant Selection, Priority Status of an applicant and 
Rent Calculations. 


The number of Rental Assistance Applications received by the 0.H.A. in 1989 are 
as follows: 

Total applications received for rental assistance: 136 

Number that were Elerly/Handicapped Category: 26 

Number that were Local Preference Category: 65

Notice was received that Orange Center Historic District has been accepted by the 
National Register of Historic Districts and automtically is included in the State 
District. 


Commissioners informed Board of Selectmen they fuvored retaining the name “Orange 
Armory" for that building and via local publications urged a "NO" vote on the an- 
nual election ballot agahnst a new name. 


Commission discussed with Consultant Alan Mason and Fran Van Treese the draft copy 
of a questionnaire which was distributed in the water bills to townspeople seeking 
historical information of buildings. 


Following the acceptance of Massachusetts Historical Commission and Fran Van Treese, 
this Commission examined it and reluctantly accepted the inventory, noting meny 
omissions and inaccuracies. 


Some -Commissioners attended Workshops with Gwen Hallsmith in Greenfield at Franklin 
Planning Office. The Franklin and Pioneer Valley Planning Commissions received a 
grant and offerred matching grants to local Commissions. Orange Commission used 
$200.00 of existing funds and authorized Gregory Farmer, Senior Planner Historic . 
Preservation Specialist of P. V. P. C. to coordinate and index the mterial sub- 
mitted by Mason and an earlier partial inventory by means of a computer terminal. 
This would provide readily-available information on specific properties for use by 
any Town Dept. 


Farmer also met with Chairmin Woodward and Supt. of Cemeteries, Thomas Forest, with 
an eye and suggestions for historic preservation. 


The Athol Historical Commission invited Orange Comnission to participate jointly or 
independently with a school-related project, but due to short notice, tabled it.

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THE ORANGE ARTS LOTTERY-COUNCIL 1989 ANNUAL REPORT 


Change was ever present once again as the decade came to aclose. The 
financial and political situation was reflected in the changes that 
occurred on the state level for the Massachusetts Arts Lottery. The 
budgetary crisis threatened with demise the Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities, the sister organization of the Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery Council. Through the efforts of many arts leaders, state and local 
representatives, and other interested persons, H6472, the Budget Control 
and Reform Act of 1989, was signed by the.governor. By joining the boards 
of both agencies, anew council, the Massachusetts Cultural Council, was 


formed which shall 


stimulate and encourage throughout the commonwealth 
the practice, study and appreciation of the arts, 

(and) humanities... in the public interest... It 

shall encourage and make recommendations concerning 
the development on the local level of institutions and 
organizations which further the practice, study and 
appreciation of the arts, (and) humanities ... in the 
interests of the citizens of the commonwealth. 


There are no immediate changes on the local level due to the formation of 
this new agency. The major change the Orange Arts Lottery Council has 
experienced is in response to the payment request procedure requirements. 
The council now meets every fourth Tuesday at the Wheeler Memorial 
Library to vote upon and sign those approved grant payment requests that 
have been received during the month. The council still meets twice a year 
to consider and approve MALC and PASS grants. 


Many of the grants approved this year reflect the budgetary crisis of 
Orange in 1989. The council continues to feel its commitment to the 
children of Orange. In doing so, the council has attempted to provide for 
cultural and artistic events that have been cut severely in the school 
budget. “The Masked Man”, a program about masks in the theatre, will be 
presented to the children of Dexter Park and Butterfield schools on April 
27th at 8:45 am and | pm, respectively. The children of both schools will 
be seeing the African drummer group of Bamildele Dancers and Drummers 
on March 28th with 2 performances at Dexter park and | performance at 
Butterfield. In addition, through the PASS program, children will be going 
to performances at the Children’s Theatre of Massachusetts in Springfield. 
The third grade will be seeing “The Adventures of Tom Sawyer” in March. 
Kindergarten, first grade, and second grade students will be seeing “The 
Wizard of Oz" inMay. Bus transportation costs are being met by MALC

grants. First graders also saw “Pinocchio” in March of 1989. Ticket money 
was provided through the PASS program for Brownie Troop 52! to see 
"Santa Live” in Springfield. On February 24th the Enchanted Circle Theater 
will be coming to the Orange Town Hall as part of the Saturday's Child 
Performances of the Arts Council of Franklin County. 


This year marks the first collaboration of the North Quabbin-Arts Lottery 
Councils in providing a program for the area children. The councils of 
Orange, Athol, Warwick, and Petersham wil] be funding a performance by 
Jay O'Callahan, a nationally known master storyteller. He will be telling 
his stories at 2 pm on March 3rd at the Athol Memorial Hall. It is hoped 
that the Orange Council will be able to provide a bus for Orange residents. 
In pooling our funds, the local councils have been able to provide for a 
show that normally would be seen only in a cosmopolitan area at much 
cost to the Individual. 


Other MALC grants that were approved in 1989 were many and varied. The 
Wheeler Memorial Library received money to host the production of “The 
Dinosaur Show" by the Poobley Greegy Puppet Theater in celebration of the 
Library's 7Sth anniversary. The Library also received money to buy a donor 
membership to the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. This membership 
provides a pass which enables up to 4 people at a time to visit for free. 
Through a grant by Amy Fagin the Library will receive as a donation videos 
in an art and portrait of an artist series. Mez Davis was able to lead a 
puppetmaking workshop for the children of Orange through her grant. 
Thomas Conuel will be re-issueing his book Quabbin:_. The Accidental 
Wilderness in 1990 though his grant. Ellen Softic will once again take 
Mahar art students to the Metropolitan Museum of Art and the Museum of 
Fine Arts. 


Other MALC grants provided partial funding to the Orange Community Band 
and the Orange Business Association to help continue their respective 
concerts for the summer season of 1990. Another grant will help the 1794 
Meetinghouse, Inc. to put on a play and pageant based on history for the 
North Quabbin residents. The Friends of the Orange Public Libraries 
through their grant will be hosting Marcia Perlmutter with her portrayals 
of women in American history. The Petersham Craft Center will receive 
funds to continue their catalogue of the work of area artist, Barbara Ellis. 
For the enjoyment of the adult community of Orange a concert and 
contradance by Swallowtail will be held in the spring of 1990. 


The Orange Arts Lottery Council will once again hold the REACHING FOR 


THE ARTS FESTIVAL in the summer of 1990. The 1989 festival was a 
rousing success. Each year brings more and more people, and each year 
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brings more persons interested in being a part of the festival. For those of 
you who have an idea or just want to participate contact a council 
member through the Library or the Town Clerk's office. The cost of the 
1989 festival came to $2893. The council received $610 in donations from 
the Orange business community, $290 from craftpeople and 
concessionaires, $1000 from aMALC grant, and $500 from the Town of 
Orange from the Alice Mann Fund. There was also $700 left over from the 
1988 festival. Proceeds from the 1989 festival came to $282. This gave a 
total of $489 left over in 1989 to be used for the 1990 festival. 


For the year of 1989 the total amount of MALC grants approved came to 

$10,329, $4344 for the spring cycle and $5985 for the fall cyce. PASS 

grants came to $2840 for the year, $2136 for the spring cycle and $704 
for the fall cycle. These monies come from the Mega-bucks Lottery and 

each town/city in the commonwealth receives a portion determined by a 
specific formula.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES - 1989 


This has been a year of struggling with budget uncertainties, changes 
and cuts, but the year had many britght moments and accomplishments as well. 

To celebrate the 75th anniversary of the dedication of Wheeler Memorial 
Library, a week of special events was held from September 11 to 17. Trustees 
Glenys Harris and Pamela Oddy, and Mildred Edminster and Virginia Eaton of 
the Friends of the Libraries formed the Anniversary Committee who provided a 
worthy celebration of this event. The Poobley Greegy puppet theater and 
birthday party were held for the children of town. Jim Oouglas entertained with 
an evening of songs from New Engiand's industrial and sea-faring past, along 
with a demonstration of historical musical instruments and toys. The week- 
tong celebration culminated in a reception with State Representative Carmen Buell 
presenting Roland Nutter, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, with prociama- 
tions from the governor and legislature. Barbara Selvitelia, president of the 
Massachusetts Association of Library: Trustees, was the featured speaker and 
Robert Collen, trustee, added historical notes. 

Marilyn Spooner was elected a trustee in March and has brought her 
dedication and expertise to the board. 

Another positive aspect of this otherwise bleak year has been the outstand- 
ing support of our community. When an Adopt-A-Magazine effort was launched 
in an effort to maintain current subscriptions in the face of severe budget cut- 
backs, patrons responded with donations totaling $1,333. With the addition of 
some trust funds, only $138 was needed from town budget funds to continue 
current magazine subscriptions. Other donations from townspeople also have 
increased this year. 

Many people have volunteered to work at the libraries in order to offset 
staff cuts. While we have always been fortunate to have several volunteers, 
they now number 21 people who organized in October, 1989. As of February 1, 
1990, they have volunteered almost 400 hours. Their efforts have been vital in 
en ,abling the library to open one additional evening each week and to keeping 
the library functioning effectively in spite of reductions in clerical and custodial 
staff. 

The state and local fiscal crisis forced a 39% reduction of the appropriation 
approved for the libraries in May, 1989. This, in turn, meant a reduction in 
staff and hours we could be open to the public. Usually open 38 hours each 
week, the Wheeler Memorial Library hours were reduced to 16 on two days a 
week and Moore-Leland Library in North Orange was reduced from 8 hours to 
5 hours a week. 

Pre-school story hours were eliminated and students found their research 
and study hours seriously curtailed. All patrons found it difficult to deal with 
the severely reduced hours. 

Through the efforts of volunteers and donations the hours were increased 
to 19 for the month of January. - in February additional emergency funding from 
the state en abled an increase in hours to 32 until June 30, when the new budget 
for fiscal 1991 will determine the extent of library services that the town can 
offer. 

Pians for renovating and enlarging the library, which had been developed 
by the Library Building Committee, were temporarily put on hold until the town's 
economic problems are solved. 
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Although the libraries generally account for about only 1% of the town 
budget, it has become clear that they are a valued and important service to 
our townspeople. The Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners recommends 
that 2% of a town's budget is usually needed to assure sufficient library services. 
With your help, we will continue to provide the most complete and efficient 
libraries we can afford during these difficult times.

The 1989 Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


I herewith submit my seventeenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of the Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


A New School 


As the year began, the Orange School Building Committee was 
very involved in the final design stages of the new elemen- 
tary school and dealing with the many and varied regulations 
of a number of agencies such as the Conservation Commission, 
the Handicapped Access Board, and the like. Meanwhile the 
impact of the growing State budget crisis began to surface 
and the Building Committee could only wonder what it all 
meant in terms of ultimately receiving State funding for the 
project. 


As the months wore on the design work was completed and ap- 
provals received from the involved local, State and Federal 
agencies except the all important funding approval from the 
State Board of Education. As the State fiscal plight 
worsened we were heartened by State authorization to proceed 
to the bidding phase. It appeared somehow we would receive 
the funding. Bids were received but the State funding 
approval was not. forthcoming and in October Governor Dukakis 
would only say that Orange was first on the list if the 
funding could be found. 


The time frame for acceptance of the bidding ran out the 
first week of December and as the year ended it appeared 
unlikely that Orange would receive funding. However on Jan- 
uary 2, 1990 I was informed that funding had been approved 
and we received the documents on January 5, 1990. We will 
soon begin the bidding process anew and hope for-.completion 
of construction by August of 1991. 


The successful outcome of this issue is due to the efforts 
of many people. Representative Carmen Buell and Senator 
Robert Wetmore deserve special thanks. The local taxpayer 
should also be aware that the unusual Sate funding level of 
88 per cent for this school project will probably not be 
duplicated after this fiscal year. Truly, this opportunity 
was unique and Orange took advantage of it. 


Budget Crisis 
The local impact of the State budget crisis became so all 


encompassing as the year progressed that it is difficult to 
write dispassionately about it. But it is my duty to state 
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both loudly and clearly that the 18% cut in the local ele- 
mentary school budget was very painful and harmful to the 
students. 


First and foremost was the loss of five teachers which meant 
that many classrooms had nearly thirty students. Various 
aide and custodial postions were also cut. Drastic reduc- 
tions in supply and textbook accounts were made. Combined, 
these cutbacks Severely impacted the educational process. 
The effects of that impact may not be readily apparent but 
will eventually surface. Since the annual elementary school 
budget in Orange has been one of the lowest, when compared 
Statewide, there simply is little room for reduction under 
any circumstances. 


To make matters worse, the spending level reduction caused 

a loss of an additional $210,000 in the Equal Educational 
Opportunity Grant. This meant the special education staff 
formerly employed under it had to picked up in the Town 
appropriation. To make this possible over $100,000 in pro- 
jected maintenance had to be eliminated. This included roof 
and plumbing repairs. Everyone knows that the deferral of 
maintenance in the long run always ends up costing more than 
the original estimate. Such short term decisions, although 
necessary, will most certainly prove more costly in the long 
term. 


Enrollment Increases 


By year's end student enrollment had increased to a twenty 
year high of 836. But not readily apparent to the casual 
observer was the dramatic increase in the number of transfer 
students which require special education services. Between 
September and December the number of children in resource 
rooms climbed from 45 to 65. Normally this would require the 
hiring of at least one, but more likely two, additional tea- 
chers. But funds don't exist to hire this staff. Since none 
of these children were Known to us prior to the year's be- 
ginning, their arrival has been a most challenging experi- 
ence for all concerned. 


Curricular Changes 

As concern over the looming budget crisis heightened, the 
staff completed work on a number of issues that would affect 
our curriculum. 

The science program was studied and the Orange School Com- 


mittee approved the adoption of a new Grades K-6 textbook 
series published by Laidlaw, Inc. 
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A teacher committee also studied the Language Arts program 
and recommended a new textbook series published by Silver, 
Burdett and Ginn, Inc., for Grades 3-6. The School Committee 
approved this adoption. 


All teachers were trained by Project Escape personnel. This 
project is a series of lessons which deal with child 
personal safety issues such as abuse and neglect and how to 
protect oneself from perpetrators. 


Robert Haigh and Robert Gruen were named Horace Mann Grant 
teachers and received stipends for special projects they 
initiated. Robbie Haigh developed a computer software cata- 
logue and sponsored a computer club. Bob Gruen developed and 
taught to all sixth graders a four lesson AIDS Curriculum 
which he developed and which was approved beforehand by the 
Orange School Committee. 


Special Education Administrator Moira O'Brien wrote an Early 
Childhood Pre-School Project which received funding after 
the beginning of the year. 


In the Fall, a Math Curriculum Committee was formed to study 
existing texts so as to recommend a new math series to the 
School Committee for adoption next year. 


All sixth graders had the opportunity to participate ina 
week long off campus residential nature program held on the 
Cape. Teachers Tom Russo and Bob Gruen and Principal Ven- 
nochi were the impetus for this exciting adventure. The 
students worked on various fund raising projects, the 
parents contributed and the School Committee guaranteed the 
cost of transportation in order to fund the program. All 
agreed that Nature's Classroom was well worth the effort.: 


Nineteen Butterfield students participated in the Franklin 
County Elementary Instrumental Music Festival. This meant 

our students formed over 13% of this band and is a tribute 
to Band Director Tony Bosco. 


Tobbaco Use Exclusion 

When school opened in August a policy forbidding the use of 
tobacco in any form and by anyone within the buildings was 
instituted. Of course state law also forbids student use of >» 
tobacco on school grounds’ aS well. For a few of our employ- 
ees this has proved very difficult but all have cooperated. 
Maintenance Work 


Butterfield School's fire alarm system was changed over to 
an internal power system as required by the Fire Department. 
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This brought to our further attention the need to upgrade 
the entire system so that the school is more properly cover- 
ed and zoned. However this will await a time when funds are 
more readily available. 


Butterfield School was also equipped with a chairlift so 
that all three building levels are wheelchair accessible. 
It's fortunate that this was funded in 1989, as today it 
would be impossible to afford this requirement. 


The Butterfield playfield was further enhanced by the in- 
Stallation of a multi-station physical fitness play struc- 
ture. The Town Highway Department did the installation and 
we are most grateful for their help. 


At Dexter Park School the roof over the kitchen was replaced 
with a single ply membrane roof. This is the last section to 
be re-roofed and is guaranteed for ten years. We have incre- 
mentally re-roofed the entire school over a twelve year 
period. The front section which leaked so badly after the 
school was first built has been leak free since the 1977 in- 
Sstallation of our first single-ply membrane roof. 


The Orange Highway Department also coordinated with their 
road work the oil and stone treatment of a new parking area 
at the Dexter Park School. This inter-departmental coopera- 
tion has saved Orange taxpayers many tax dollars. 


Youth Work Permits 


The Ralph C. Mahar Superintendent's Office asked to be 
designated for the issuance of student work permits. This 
makes a lot of sense since the students don't have to make a 
special trip to our office. This transfer was accomplished 
in the summer and it seems to be working out just fine. 


School Committee Changes 


In February, three long term members of the Orange School 
Committee chose not to run for re-election. Melissa Dexter 
and Wilfred Stockwell had served nine and eight years re- 
spectively. William "Bill" Rogers had served for twelve 
years, the last ten of which as chairman. This steadfast- 
ness of purpose without thought of personal gain is deeply 
appreciated by the community. 


Conclusion 


School opened this fall under terribly difficult fiscal con- 
straints and inadequate staffing, due to the refusal of the 
local taxpayer to approve an override of Proposition 2 1/2, 
SO as to makeup the shortfall in State Aid. The elementary 
schools' staff pulled together and vowed to "make do". This 
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is commendable and I'm proud of their dedication. However a 
human mind is a terrible thing to waste and I fear that this 
will happen to students without increased taxpayer support. 


Children cannot vote. They entrust their care and their 

future to the older generations. Children are our future and 
as Jefferson observed, "A nation that expects to remain both 
ignorant and free; expects what never was nor ever will be." 


The Orange Public Elementary Schools face 1990 with hope and 
resolve. We know the road ahead will be difficult to negoti- 
ate but we set out upon it with the knowledge that our cause 
is just. We will seek further taxpayer support because it is 
the right thing to do.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL ~ 
FOR THE PERIOD 
JANUARY 1, 1989 — DECEMBER 31, 1989 


It is with pride that I present my annual report to our 
member towns. This year, as in the past, our students have 
distinguished themselves in scholastics, athletics, music, 
and drama, as well as in the areas of school and community 
service and citizenship. 

Mahar has again been involved in testing programs 
designed to assess our students' academic achievement 
level. The results indicated where modifications to our 
programs were needed. One major change was to no longer 
group students by ability in the seventh grade. This move 
was supported by evidence found in current educational 
literature and in practices currently being employed by the 
three primary schools in our district. Implementation of 
this began in September. I am pleased to report that at 
this time overall gains far exceed our expectations. 

This school year also saw the implementation of our 
first Advanced Placement course. Advanced Placement courses 
allow students to receive college credit for courses taken 
in high school. The first course implemented was American 
History and it is planned that next year College English 
Will be added. 

One exciting development of the past year was seeing 
more parent/school communication. During the 1989-90 school 
year a Middle School parent and teachers group was formed 
under the leadership of the Interim Middle School 
Coordinator Joan Kaczmarczyk. Parent and teacher attendance 
at these meetings has been excellent. 
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The discipline code was modified for all our students. 
Out of school suspension was reinstituted for students in 
grades nine through twelve. For students in the seventh and 
eighth grades, a system was instituted to attempt to modify 


behavior and to help them learn correct deportment. 


Basic Skills Results 


This year our school again exceeded the state average 
percent of students passing the state mandated Basic Skills 


Test. We are proud of this achievement by our students and 
our teachers.

The exceptionally high pass rate in writing as compared to 


the state statistics speaks highly of the Writing Process 
which was instituted five years ago. 


Comprehensive Test of Basic Skills 

1989 saw the second year of testing for all our 
seventh, eighth and ninth graders. These tests are used not 
only to determine the academic progress of our students, but 
also to change and modify programs to attend to student 
weaknesses in the subject areas tested. 

As reported last year, the results of these tests 
indicated that our students' ability in reading, mathematics 
and writing is at a level that reflects the amount of 
emphasis placed on these areas. We are proud of these 
scores. It would still seem, however, that in higher order 
reasoning and thinking skills, scores are below where we 
would like them to be. Although this is a trend throughout 
our nation, we would like to effect change in this area.

The gravest concern that I foresee for 1990 is the 
continuing fiscal crisis of our Commonwealth. This crisis 
has impacted the educational process due to the reduction 
of support services supplied by the Commonwealth. These 
services may have to be picked up by the district. 
Furthermore there is a ripple effect caused by concerns of 
faculty and staff about funding of the budget which may 
affect the educational process.

1. To plan and prepare for implementation of the 
Hiadie School for the: 1990-1991 school year. 

2. To encourage parent/school interaction and the 
continuance of a Middle School parent/teachers 
group. 

3. To begin preparation for our New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges evaluation 


which is slated for October of 1991. 
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4. To reexamine current disciplinary practices to 
provide consistent rules and consequences for all 
students and to continue to provide an environment 
that fosters educational excellence.

HOME ECONOMICS 


A new course in Fashion Design was offered this year. 


LIBRARY 

Seventh Grade Orientation was held at the beginning of 
“the year. The Library has purchased two new videos on 
Library Skills: one explains the Reader's Guide to 
Periodical Literature; the other illustrates research 
methods in the Library. Teachers have this material for 
classroom use, and the library staff instructed classes and 
individuals in the use of research tools, such as the SIRS 
science series and Facts on File. 
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Students are making use of the microfiche reader- 
printer to broaden research capabilities. Most media 
purchases are in video format now, and teachers continue to- 


make frequent use of the camcorders in classroom activities. 


MATHEMATICS 

The Renssalaer Award in Mathematics was presented to 
Alexandra Flanders and faculty awards included Chris Wallen, 
the Massachusetts Educational Assessment Program and Student 
Council Commendations: Helen Whipple, the New Jersey 
Algebra Project, Chimes, 25 Year Service Award and NHS 
Commendations; David Lemere, Computer Assisted Mathematics 
Project. Northwest Regional Math/Science Consortium Advisory 
Board, Commonwealth In-Service Grant for Middle School, and 
the Dwight D. Eisenhower Federal Grant. 

The department developed standardized exams for Algebra 
I, II and for Geometry, and a Unified Mathematics Program — 
(Grades 9-12), Curriculum revision for grades 7, 8 and Math 
1,2,3 (grades 9-12) was completed. 

Graphic scientific calculators for pre-calculus and 
calculus students via federal grant were purchased. 


MEDICAL AND HEALTH 

Over 447 physicals were coordinated and administered, 
as well as 2,590 students being seen for various reasons by 
the school nurse this past year. 

All students in grades eight and ten were administered 
vision and hearing tests. Grade 7-9 students were screened 


for spinal defects. 


In October 1989, Caroline Hardy retired after 11 years 
of service in the Mahar district. 


MIDDLE SCHOOL 

A Middle School Curriculum is being developed. It will 
include the team approach, interdisciplinary teaching units. 
and cooperative learning. Teachers who will be serving on 
middle school teaching teams next year received training in 
the middle school concept. 
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A Parent-Teacher Group was formed to allow more parent 
input and to inform parents about the new approach which the 


middle school concept presents. 


‘MUSIC 

The Junior High Band was awarded a Bronze Medal at the 
M.I.C.A. Festival, and the Senior High Band received 
honorable mention. 

The Marching Band participated in the Memorial Day 
Parade, Homecoming Parade and Game, Thanksgiving Day Game a 
total of S football games, 4 parades, and 3 pep rallies. 

The students have performed successfully in the Spring 
Concert, Talent Show, Graduation, Awards Night, 3 
assemblies, and the Winter Concert. We added our First 
Annual Middle School Concert last Spring. The department has 
been involved in community outreach giving concerts in local 


retirement homes and elementary schools. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

The Physical Education Department continues to work 
closely with the University of Massachusetts and serves as a.

Information concerning College Fairs and Open House 
dates at various colleges were provided to students. Mahar 
juniors visited the New England College in Springfield for 
prospective college students. 

The guidance staff conducted a Financial Aid Program 
and provided college-bound students with information for 
college admission and available scholarships. 

A Crisis Counselor has been added to assist students. 
Also, a drug/alcohol counselor from Beacon Clinic has been 
made available to help students dealing with drug/alconol 
issues. 

Student Support Team meetings were held to discuss 
adolescent issues, and Parent educational meetings were held 
to discuss adolescent issues. A Teen Theatre project was 
started for grades 8-11 dealing with typical adolescent 
problems. 

A Parent Support Group and an Adolescent Support Group 
were instituted with the cooperation of Beacon Clinic and 
funded by a United Way Grant. 

The Pregnant & Parenting Teen Program, also funded with 
grant money, provides support services for young parents to 


complete their high school education or for those who have 
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dropped out to obtain their G.E.D. Support services include 
informal counseling, crisis intervention, referral to 
community agencies and resources, assistance in obtaining 
day care, housing or other immediate needs. Instruction in 
childbirth education and parenting skills are offered. A 
new focus of this Pregnant & Parenting Teen grant is to 
provide support services to those students who aré 
unfamiliar with the American Culture. 


TECHNOLOGY EDUCATION 


The name of the Industrial Arts Department was changed 
to the Technology Education Department to reflect current 
national, regional and state trends. 

A safety video was purchased to be shown to each shop 
class at the start of the semester. 

Two department members met for 2 hours with Dr. Stanley 
Buchole of the Fitchburg State College Technology Education 
Department. Discussions centered on the possible directions 
for the metal shop and the entire department as well. 

Two department members toured the L.S. Starrett 
Company. 

Two department members attended the Technology

To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School 
Committee and the voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional 
School District, I herewith submit my Annual Report as 
Superintendent. 


The report to the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School 
District Committee covers the period January 1, 1989 to 
December 31, 1989. As such, all reports cover the final 
half of the 1988-1989 Fiscal Year and the first half of the 
1989-1990 Fiscal Year. 
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GRANTS 


The following Grants were received by the [istrict to 
provide a variety of needed services. The dollar amounts 
received were generally less than in previous years due to 
cuts in state funding. Unfortunately, it is expected that 
this trend will continue. 


Block Grant monies in the amount of #6,815.00 were used to 
upgrade Mathematics department materials. 


Chapter I entitlement of $66,915.00 is used to provide 
remediation in Language Arts to all students by providing 
two full time remedial teachers. 


A Cultural Awareness Grant of 3,173.00 provided workshops 
to update faculty and staff on civil rights issues. 


The Drop Out Prevention Grant of #9,160.00 provided partial 
funding for a Middle School Implementation Coordinator. 


The Dwight D. Eisenhower Titie II Grant was approved for 
$1,652.00 to provide training and consulting hours for Math 
and Science teachers to improve instructional techniques 
with an emphasis on integrating higher order analytical and 
problem solving skills into the Math and Science curriculum. 


Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs Grant of #3,482.00 
provided funding to train six teachers in the Lions’ Quest 
Adolescent Discipline Frogram. 


Horace Mann funding in the amount of #1,266.00 provided 
funding for a 7th & Sth grade newspaper, printed and 
published by the students, as well as a Guide For Seventh 
Grade Interdisciplinary Activities prepared by a group of 
- middie school teachers. The Project Wake Up program will 
continue as well. 


The Fregnant and Farenting Teen Frogram continued under a 
Federal Grant of $35,000.06. This program provides support 
for pregnant and parenting teens both in the school and in 
the local communities. 


Project PACE XI provided the services of a home/schoot 
liaison counselor to students with special needs. 


The Remediation of Basic Skills Grant of #4,431.00 provided 
funding for a classroom aide in the English Department. 


The United Way of Franklin County granted Mahar funding to 
provide training at the Beacon Clinic for Feer Educators.

School Building Improvement and Repairs 


Two ovens were purchased for the cafeteria kitchen. 
This continued the planned up-dating of the thirty-two year 
old appliances and guarantees that health standards are _ 
being met. ‘ 


A storage shed, which enclosed the water fountain on 
the playing field, was erected by our maintenance staff. 
This provides protection for the water point and storage for 
equipment near its point of use. The up-keep of the playing 
fields and the grounds in general has been much improved | 
under the care of Mr. Brent Barrett. 


The heating system has undergone some major repairs 
resulting in greater efficiency and more uniform 
temperatures throughout the building. The cause of major 
steam leakage has been found and corrected. 


Outside doors in the cafeteria and kitchen have been 
replaced, and new insulation has been installed on other 
outside doors. 


Plumbing continues to be a major concern. Fixtures are 
the originals and frequently need repair. This is difficult 
since parts for such aged fixtures are difficult to obtain 
and creative improvisation is necessary. 


The Asbestos Management Plan is being carefully 
followed. All areas in constant use have been sealed and 
are frequently inspected. Maintenance and custodial staff 
have undergone the prescribed training. The time is fast 
approaching when removal will be required of at least some 
if not all of the asbestos in the building. This will be 
costly but it must be addressed. Many avenues are being 
explored in an attempt to find monies for this purpose 
through grants, both public and private. 


The program of roof repairs continued with new roofing 
on the Senior High Wing. Major areas including the 
cafeteria and the auditorium are yet to be done, and they 
are in poor condition. 


The building is over thirty two years old and is 
suffering from some ten years of delayed maintenance. Ta 
continue this practice, even in light of the current crisis, 
does not appear to be fiscally responsible. 


Mr. James Dike, Director of Building Maintenance, is to 
be commended for his appreciation of the fiscal status and 
for his skill which allows many repairs to be done in-house 
saving the higher cost of outside contractors.

Fersonnel 


Mr. Steven Chan resigned as a teacher of Mathematics, 
and the position was filled by Tracey Johnson. Fhyllis 
McCullough resiqned her position in the Business Department 
and was replaced by Nancy Aiken. Doris Barber, long-time 
Science teacher and Science Department Coordinator, 
retired. Bruce Mitchell was appointed Coordinator of the 
Science Department, and Thomas Aiken was hired as a Science 
teacher. Michael Roche was granted a two year unpaid leave 
of absence. His duties of Public Relations and Grant 
Writing were assumed by Joseph Spadafora. Mark Aldrich 
resigned from the Music Department. That position was not 
filled. Caroline Hardy, School Nurse, retired in October, 
and that position was filled by Ruth FPerlow. 


Budget 


In closing, I feel I must address budgetary matters. 
Savings in the 1989-90 school budget resulted when 
anticipated expenses in the Special Needs budget were not 
forthcoming, with additional savings being made by careful 
scrutiny of all expenditures. The savings were used to 
lower assessments to member towns to help alleviate their 
financial needs. These monies could have been used to 
defray costs of needed capital improvements and to retain a 
respectable Excess and Deficiency Fund for emergencies. 


Health insurance continues to rise excessively. 
Savings resulting from the District’s partially self-insured 
Stop Loss Frogram allow the 1990-91 budget request to 
reflect no increase for health insurance. 


The School Committee and the Administration are fully 
cognizant of the current financial climate and have 
responded with fiscal responsibility. 


I would hope that member towns would respect the 
actions of the Mahar School Committee in meeting their 
responsibilities in seeking to ftnd the school in the future 
so that it might continue to provide quality education and 
to maintain the building in proper repair.

I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report of the administration of the 
Franklin County Technical School. As in previous reports, I will briefly 
report only on those significant events that have contributed to our 
school’s growth and progress during the past year. 


The student enrollment decreases which have been in evidence in the nation, 
state, and county high schools for the past six years, has had an impact 

on the Tech School enrollment. Due to the decline in student numbers, we 
are phasing out our Agriculture and Drafting programs. Although the decline 
in high school age students will continue to be pronounced for at least two 
more years, the Franklin County Technical School will continue to maintain 
acceptable student loads. The percentage of enrollment decline in the 
county's high schools appears to be offset by a continuing increased 
percentage of District student applications.

As in every year since this school's opening, perhaps the most serious 
problem facing this School District is the major handicap of attempting 
to establish educationally sound and fiscally responsive operational 
budgets nearly two years in advance of the expenditure calendar for 
those budgets. This difficulty is compounded by the fact that nearly 
fifty percent of the cost of every regional school budget is borne by 
state reimbursements. When, as it often happens, the state changes 
reimbursement projections, after local budgets have been finalized, 

the results are destructive to effective budget analysis and management. 
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Superintendent-Director's Report 


A very successful Career Fair was held last Spring and eighth graders from 
each of the sending schools were given an opportunity to explore careers 
in many vocational fields. We have entered into a joint program with 
Western Mass. Electric Company designed to reduce our energy consumption. 
The project has been installed, and we are in the process of fine tuning 
the new equipment. 


As in the past, a large number of community service projects were 
completed by our school production shops. The annual house building 
project (being built this year in Sunderland) is our major project, 
however, a large number of District towns benefited from the skills of 
our student body. We have also been involved in a number of remodeling 
projects at County Senior Citizen Centers. 


The Tech School continues to receive a large and varied number of federal 
grants allocated to curricular improvement. The school receives in excess 
of two hundred thousand dollars in direct grant dollars to assist us in 
developing a large number of vocational and special education programs. 
Furthermore, a number of our area business and industrial firms donated 
valuable materials, equipment, and services to our school. 


Our work experience and cooperative work programs continue to be very 
effective job placement vehicles for the Tech School student. As of 
September 1989, our Senior placement record was as follows:

We 
will continue our negotiations with Montague regarding the creation of a state-of-the-ait regional 
landiill, providing a long-term, environmentally sound solid waste solutions for all our member towns
